MADISON, Wig., July 3. — After 
spending the whole day in discuss­ 
ing the bill for state aid to highways 
with Secretary W. O. Hotchkiss, the 
assembly last evening refused to in­ 
definitely postpone the measure by a 
vote of 18 to 4 4. 
The bill was then 
engrossed and passed by a vote of 
55 to 7. 
By a vote of 39 to 22 the 
assembly killed an amendment offer­ 
ed by Assemblyman Roessler of Jef­ 
ferson to cut the annual appropria­ 
tion from $ t , 290,On oto $1,000,000. 
It adopted an amendment offered by 
Assemblyman Rosa 
providing that 
not exceeding 5 per cent interest may 
be charged for county or town bonds. 
The assembly engrossed the Hull 
bill providing for additional agricul­ 
tural schools to be maintained by the 
counties. 
The bill provides that not 
more than three agricultural schools 
may be erected in one year and that 
not more than one -shall be located 
within a senatorial district. 
The 
bill provides that when a county pur­ 
chases a site the state will donate 
$15,000 toward the erection of the 
building. 
The bill was opposed by 
Assemblyman Anderson. 
The big appropriation bill for the 
normal schools and university were 
put through the assembly at an early 
hour this morning, after a battle of 
four hours. 
Seventeen amendments 
were taken up and all but two were 
rejected. 
The vote on passage was 
48 to IR. 
As passed, the bill 
appropriates 


$2,464,650 to the normal schools for 
a two year period, and $4,7 49,078 
to the university, 
in addition to the 
latter amount, about $500,000 will 
accrue to the university from feder­ 
al grants and the sale of dairy pro­ 
ducts and from laboratory fees, etc., 
these being so-called revolving ap­ 
propriations. 
The bill will go to the senate next 
week. 
Seven qf tho 
amendments were 
submitted by Assemblyman Roethe 
of Grant county, whd called the bill 
extravagant. 
They included provi­ 
sions striking out an appropriation 
of $100,000 for the Oshkosh normal 
-school, of $100,000 for a dormitory 
at one of the normal schools to be 
selected, of $300,000 for a men's dor­ 
mitory, commons and union at the 
university and $5,OOO for their equip­ 
ment, of $150,000 for a liveral arts 
building at the university, of $200,-1 
OOO for a n^w medical and physicsI building at the Pioneer Tractor plant 
building at the university and 
of)burned. 
It was supposed all persons 
$100,000 for the equipment of the 


the dormitories. 
A hard fight was 
made jjp kill off the dormitory appro­ 
priation. but it failed. 
An amendm ent by Roessler wiping 
out the mill tax feature and suhstir 
tilting a flat appropriation for uni­ 
versity and normals had good sup­ 
port in all factions, but it was re­ 
jected. 
An amendm ent by Hull to 
confine all appropriations for dormi­ 
tories to dormitory purposes, and not 
allow them to be used for clubhouses, 
as he claimed was done in the ca?-e 
of the building of Lathrop hall, fail­ 
ed of adoption.
